The TANDY 1000 was made in two different versions — the ORIGINAL and the 
"A’ VERSION. Both look identical, but the motherboards are so different that two 


types of PC — SPRINT 1000 are available. 


You must now determine that you have the correct PC — SPRINT 1000 for your 
computer. The only sure way to tell which TANDY 1000 you have is to open up the 
computer and look at the chips on the motherboard. To do so, unplug the computer 
from the outlet, remove the two screws on the front holding the cover on, and 

slide the cover forward and off to expose the motherboard. 


The drawings on the back of this sheet show the major differences between the 
two motherboards. Compare the sketches to your motherboard. Note that the ’A’ 
VERSION has a socket for the 8087 math chip and also has a large, square chip, 
with legs on all four sides, at the back of the motherboard. The ORIGINAL has 
neither, but does have an 8284A clock chip. 


Now that you know what type of computer you have, compare the drawings below 
to the PC — SPRINT that you received. If it matches the type needed for your 
computer, continue by reading the enclosed manual.
